The  annual  meeting  of  the 
Southern  Intercollegiate  Athletic 
Association  was  held  on  the  83rd 
of  December  at  the  St.  Charles 
Hotel,  New  Orleans,  Dr.  \V.  L. 
/"Dudley '  presiding.  Mr.  H.  O. 
Cox  represented  Georgia  ;  Dr.  W  . 
L.  Dudley,  Yanderbilt;  Mr.  H.  G. 
Seibles,  Sewanee;  Mr.  C.  V.  Cu- 
sachs,  Louisiana  State  University; 
Mr.  John  Lombard,  Tulane;  Mr. 
II.  H.  Smith,  Auburn.  Only  six 
ot  the  seventeen  colleges  being 
represented,  Dr.  Dudley  ruled 
that  a  quorum  was  not  present, 
and  therefore  it  was  decided  that 
all  action  taken  should  be  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  advis- 
ory board  of  the  association. 

Dr.  Dudley,  in  his  address,  il- 
lustrated the  excellent  w  >rk  ac- 
complished since  the  formation  of 
the  association,  showing  how  col- 
lege athletics  had  been  made  pure 
and  amateur  athletics  throughout 
the  entire  South  greatly  benefitted. 
The  association  has  seventeen  col- 
leges as  a  membership,  and  in 
every  way  is  upon  a'  sound  and 
proper  foundation.  Central  Uni- 
versity, of  Kentucky,  has  with- 
drawn, believing  it  . to  the  interest 
of  the  athletic  association  of  the 
university  for  her  teams  to  be  no 
longer  governed  by  the  rules  of 
the  association. 

The  report  of  Dr.  Chas.  Herty, 
secretary  and  treasurer,  showed 
the  association  to  be  in  a  good  con- 
dition financially.
